The camp complement of only German prisorers, 


among whom were some non-conmrissioned officers, totaled approximately 

800 men.. Primitive wooden barracks accommodated the prisoners. The camp 

is located near the southwest border of the city of Posen in the neighbor= 
hood of the freight station. The prisoners were required to walk about 

two Kilometers along a narrow path te their work at the Cegielski - Lok- 
und Wageonbau. 


2. At first medical care was entrusted to a German doctor under Polish 
' supervision but by the summer of 1947 prisoners! needs vere turned over 
to the Polish factory dector, whe then determined the work to be perform: 
- ed by each prisoner. No medicines were available until the establishment 
of a Red Cross dispensary in 1947.[ si jobserved little sicknees among 25X11 
the inmates. Washing and bathing facilities with warm showers were open 
daily.

4.. The locomotive and car piests are adjacent to each other in the scutinestarn 

part of the city near the large freight station. These installations are 
quite old but they euffered further deterioration from the war and Russian 
Gismantling operations. Under the German occupation the car plant produced 
express train coaches and accumlatora (Akkumletorer.), with special enphas-> 
is placed on the production of accumlators. Munitions are also said to 
have deeh produced during the war in a part of the works. At present they 
are completely converted to car and locomotive production. 


5. The Cegielski enterprise, greatest undertaking of ite kind in Poland, has 
expanded considerebly since the war. A power plant has been reconstructed 
in the Lecanotive works and the car factory boasts the completion of & 
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large essenbly and finishing plant end a five-story administration build 
ing. The two works are each a7~roxinately 800 meters in length and 600 
meters in width. As the attached chart indicates, the entire area is 
shickly built up. The company is under -owernnen’ control and direction. 


Entering the loconotive vorks from the city side, the first structure en~ 
countered on the left 1s a spacious eninistration building of several 
stories. On the right trere ie a large vorkshon which houses the turner's 
Ghop (Dreheret), the milling shon (Frdsere1), and the stamming shon (Steanzen). 
Proc eding onto the cross street which runs the entire leneth of the rlent, 
ea shop for speciel metal vork etrrds on the left. This unit nmanufrctures 
sone of the constituent rarts of the Lnconntive. Snecial mechines pure! : sed 
in Sveden were installed and first used in 1947/1948. “Next to this shor but 
sli.:chtly recessed from the street is the Icitchen end dining hall. Adjacent 
to the mess is - verehouse where the rost wolucbie metals such as conrer, 
bress, and certein elloys sre stored aod vrrocessed. The following builcing 
on the left side of the street {s a rereir shop which maintains the machine 
installations of the enterprise. Between this renair shop and the forge on 
the corner stends the main cssembly plant of the entire orgnnization (ve on 
Attechnent I) where the locomotives are actually constructed. The forge on 
the corner 1s ecuipred for the hecviest vork. Across the street is a new 
nower plant. Beyond the second cross street on the left hand corner 1s the 
Locomotive wheel foundry. To it hes been added a wing which serves 2© en 
iron denot. Directly across the street from the foundry is en armature mill 
‘(An-erviclrelel) and neat to it there is a large coal dump. Ornosite the coal 
annp is crother adnministretive building. The last building on the right side 
of the Yerkstragse is e sheet netal denot; the last cne on the left, . corew 
derot. A network of railroad sidings borders the rear of these buildings in

The car factory, thouch somevhat sina tice then the locomotive works, has 

an irmiense agsenbly hall, about 300 meters in length and 100 meters in width, 
eauipned vith the most modern crane installations, in vhich railroad coaches 
"are manufactured from beginning to end. A large iron devot, several workshons 
for various kinds of hundyvork, a five-story administration building, and a 
large lumber reserwe devot ere loceted within the car factory com:ound. Ths 
new nrisener-built administration billding is revorted to be vertlally devated 
to cultural affnirs activities. 


eee econdined Locomotive and esr fectories can be spoken 
zr Ticient throughout. Although the Russians dismantled the 
most valuable installations constructed by the Gernans during the occuration, 
they hzeve been replaced by nev German, Swedish, and Sviss nechines. German 


machines mc’:e up about 80 nercent of the total. The nodern electric cranes 
installed by the Germans in all of the larger vorkshovs padein intact.
